Tailing Question 
Committee Appointed 


A largo 
numbor 
of represen- 
tative citizens of tho valley, living 
from 
Solomonvillo 
to Edon 
was 
present at tho 
mooting hold 
in 
Thatcher last Saturday 
to discuss 
the question of tho talings which 
get into tho river at Clifton. 
It has been claimed by a number 
ofpeoplol'or 
somo timo that tho 
presenco of theso 
talings in tho 
river Kills 
vegitation 
when 
ir- 
rigated. 
In iirder 
to got af 'the 
bottom 
of the matter this mecing 
was 
called 
and tho matter 
was 
freely 
discussed 
by 
nearly all 
presont 
Hon. Androw 
Kimball 
was elected chairman. 
Some were 
confident that the talings are in 
juring veuotation. 
It was related 
by somo that as soon as tho water 
containing talings was turned onto 
young 
plants 
thoy 
w uld 
die, 
especially did this seem to 
bo the 
case in tho upper end of the valley. 
Gentlemen 
from 
Eden 
said that 
at that placo 
tho water 
contains 
no tailings 
and 
yet their 
vege- 
tation dies in tho samo way. 
Ono 
man at Bryco said that in order 
to savo them ho did not water his 
squashes from tho river at all last 
year but waitod until a flood came 
from tho hills caused by tho rains. 
With this he irrigated 
and within 
three days 
his 
crop 
was 
dead. 
This 
was 
probably 
caused, 
how- 
ever by 
the crop going too long 
without water and. its sudden ap 
plication killed 
it. 
Somo were of 
tho 
opinion 
that 
tho trouble is 
caused hy too much irrigation and 
not enough cultivation. 
Georgo 
K. 
Miller said that tho 
samo 
difficulty 
had 
been 
experi- 
enced near Tempo and that ho be- 
lieved that as water is applied to 
the 
upper lands 
tho 
alkali 
is 
washed 
down 
and 
poisons 
the 
lands 
Also that lands that bavo 
been 
subjected 
to 
excessive 
ir- 
rigation in years past do not pro- 
duce as good crops as formerly. 
Quite a number wcro of the opin 
ion that the presenco of tailings 
in 
tho 
water 
is more or less in 
jurious 
npd 
teps were taken
